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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Echeita reference does 
not disclose a signature engine to generate a second unique signature for each frame and a matching engine to compare the second 
unique signature generated for each from with the first unique signature encoded with the frame. 

In Echeita, it is the microcontroller 58 which controls the extraction of signature data and consequent matching to associate the signatures 
with the signatures of the video frames. In col. 7, lines 47-49, Echeita describes one of the functions of the microcontroller stating "the 
advertisement reconciliation data associated with the commercials broadcast over the chosen channel are also identified as being data 
packets of interest". Thus the information descriptive of the advertisements is demultiplexed and identified along with the advertisements 
(see Echeita, col. 7, lines 43-46), most notably this is being done as the receiver end, not the transmission center. The information which 
links them together and allows microcontroller 58 to make the necessary decisions and comparisons for computing the playout statistics, 
is the common identifying overhead information shared by the advertisements and the advertisement reconciliation data, which has been 
shown to be specific enough such that individual frames are distinguished enough to be countable by the system (see Echeita, col. 8, 
lines 34-40). 
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
